Has Caused Shake-Up

To the Editor of the News:— 
Red Deer, Jan 27, '17 

Dear Sir:—The question of good 
seed grain is of such extreme impor- 
tance not only to thé individual far- 
mer, but also the district at large, 
that I venture to raise the question 
for consideration, 

thave myself made germination 
tests in a number of cascs, and I am 
forced to the belief that a large 
quantity of the 1916 crop raised in 
this district is unfit for seed. Grain 
may look all right and may weigit ip 
well, and yet not germinate 50 per 
cent., whereas really high class seed 
should germinate 95 per cent and less 
than 75 p.c. should not be sown, 

To postpone this important ques- 
tion of seed grain until the eleventh 
hour might prove disastrous, for 
should it be necessary to obtain seed 
from outside the district, it would 
possibly then be too late. 

What is desirable is that everyone 
should actually test their seed NOW. 
If it is not good, now is the time to 


proved of vood quality, by actual 
test, and if difficulty is experienced in 
obtaining good seed, then T suggest 
that the farmers in need write th« 
bank manager with whom they do 
business stating their requirements 
and requesting his assistance. 

I suggest that every farmer, who 
has seed grain to spare, that has been 
proved by strict germination test, 
should notify his Bank Manager, in 
order that the need of others less 
fortunate may be supplied. 

The Dominion Seed Branch, Cal- 
gary, will test seed free of charge- 
two ounce samples should be sent, 
but it is an easy matter to test the 
seed at home with two ordinary tin 
or china plates as follows: 

Fill one of the plates half full of 
sand or fresh earth, cover this with 
a single layer of blotting paper or 
cloth, and thoroughly moisten it  all- 

Count up an even 100 seeds and 
place them onthe blotting paper mm 
vigth, with another layer of mwisten- 
ed blotting paper or cloth on top, 
then cover this with the other plate. 

Set in an out-of-the-way place 
where the temperature will be as 
uniform as possible night and day. 
The best range of temperature is be 
tween 65 degrees and &6 degrees |. 
so that the temperature of the ordin- 
ary living room, say 68 degrees to 
72 degrees, is quite satisfactory. 

Re-moisten the whole as often as 
necessary. It should be moist only— 
not dripping wet. :

is Enlisting Patriots 


SEA EXPERIENCE IS NOT NECESSARY 


As part of Canada’s contribution 
of 500,000 men for overseas, the Do- 
rrinion Naval Department has or- 
ganized the Royal Naval Canadian 
Volunteer Reserve in which Canadi- 
ans can serve the Empire afloat at 
the same rates of pay as in the Can- 
adian Expeditionary, Forces. Men en- 
listing in this reserve are ranked as 
day 
with $20 per month — separation al- 
lowance to wife or dependant. No 
sea experience is necessary—men who 
are physically fit and between the 
ages of eighteen and_ thirty-eight, 
even if they have never seen the sea, 
are given the unusual privilege of 
joining the navy at full seaman’s 
rank: at a wage many times in ex- 
cess of that paid the rerular British 
Navy seaman and rated two ranks 
higher than that allowed ordinary 
“ereen’’ recruits. 

The naval seaman upon enlistment 
receives a full kit, of clothes consist- 


‘ing of two cloth caps, one white duck 


vap and cap covers, three duck work- 
ing jumpers, two duck uniform jum- 
pers, two serge jumpers’ without 
cuffs, one serge jurper with cuffs, 
two jerseys, two check shirts, two 
pairs drawers, four pairs duck trous- 
ers, three pairs serge trousers, two 
pairs socks, one pair shoes, one pair 
boots, three blue jean collars, threo 
flannels, two night shirts, two hand- 
kerchiefs and one silk handkerchief, 
two bed covers, one comforter, ham- 
mock, knife, blacking brushes, clothes 
brush, hair brush, scissors, soap bag, 


“housewife,’’ comb, toothbrush, cap 


boxes, prayer book, overalls, lan- 
vards, etc., the whole heing stowed 
in a brown canvas kithag—the hed- 
ding excepted, which is lashed up in 
the hammock. Each seaman receives 
two hammocks. Oilskins, seahoots 
and watch coats are issued to those 
men on duties which reauire them. A 
stock of readvmade clothing is kept 
in the naval depots and ahoard many 
ships and issued to the men when ne- 
cessary to replace lost or worn ont 
kit. 


GOES TO HALIFAX 


| After enlisting at the recruiting 
offices in Canada the recruit is sent 
to Halifax, where he is fitted out 
‘with an able seaman’s kit, and 
thence forwarded on the first ship 
to a naval training depot in Ingland, 
lAt the training school, the R.N.C.V. 
!'R. man receives instruction in the 
rudiments of naval drill and discip- 
line; is taught the distinguishing 
ranks and flags; how to look after 
his kit and lash his hammock, and 
is given at least two months’ pre- 
liminary instruction in rifle and bay- 
onet drill, foot drill and as much 
‘knowledge of seamanship as can be 
‘given ashore, and a general idea of 
signalling, naval gunnery and torpedo 
work, 

When considered competent enough 
the naval seaman is drafted to a 
‘man-of-war and entered on her 
watch bill. A card is given ; him 
which details him to his mess in one 
or other of the various departments 
of forecastle men, foretop men, main- 
‘top men, or quarterdeck men, and in 
either the port or starboard watch 


and the subdivisions thereof. In his, 


‘particular watch or sub-division he 
is given details as to his position in 
event of collision, torpedo attack, 
outbreak of fire, going into action, 
or abandoning ship. Each of these 
manoeuvres calls for different duties, 
and at sea he will receive his train- 
ing in them. 
THE DAILY ROUND 


In addition to those special duties. 
there is the daily round of work 
which runs something as follows: At 
5.30 each morning, the boatswains 
and ship’s corporals call the men. 
The seamen turn out, have a wash,

Hot cocoa is 
served out from the galleys, and at 6 
o'clock, both the port and starboard 
;watches fall in on the upper deck, 
;and the deck sweepers are told off to 
‘sweep the upper decks. Hoses are 
rigged,buckets and brooms served 
out, and the work of washing down 
decks begins. Cleaning the ens and 
scrubbing decks in the fresh morning 
air soon works up an appetite and 
when the work is finished at 7 o'clock 
the call for breakfast is sounded. One 
hour is allowed for breakfast, clea.n- 
ing up and changing into the “ng 
of the day,’ i.e., the clothes for the 
particular work the seaman is as- 
signed to. Shortly before 9 the men 
fall in on deck, the bugler blows 
“Attention,” the marines present 
arms, and the sailors stand at the 
salute while the white ensign is 
hoisted and the ship's band, if car- 
tied, plays ‘God Save the King.” Tn 
summer, this ceremony is carried out 
at 8 a.m. 

Ten minutes later, ‘‘Divisions’’ is 

sounded by the bugler, and the en- 
tiroship’s cormpany suster in their 
respective groups and divisions and 
under their particular officers. The 
names are called off by the various 
watch officers, and the men are in- 
spected, After divisions, the crew 
march aft for prayers, which is fol- 
lowed by fifteen minutes’ physical 
drill, then the routine work of the 
day commences. Parties are told off 
for painting, overhauling gear and 
rigging, etc. If the ship is at sea, 
certain men have their watches at 
wheel, look-out and signalling — the 
others, outside of the working parties 
‘are being exercised and instructed in 
the arts of naval warfare at the guns 
torpedo tubes, small arms, and man, 
‘oeuvres of offence and defence. 
'! Atnoon, all hands are piped to 
dinner, and at 1.10 p.m., decks are 
cleared, and work commences again 
at 1.25 p.m., and continves until 4 
p.m., when decks are cleared up ready 
for the evening muster at 4.15 p.m., 
after which the men go tu tea. There 
‘iano work after this except neces- 
sary watch duties. Supper is served 
at 7 p.m., and at 10 p.m., every man 
not on duty is supposed to be in his 
hammock, Saturday afternoon 1s gen- 
erally a half holiday, and on Sunday 
nothing but necessary work is done.

Had it not been for the United 
States authorities the plans for the 
invasion of Canada would _ probably 
have been at least partially success- 
ful. 

It is the first tine in the history 
of the United States that,a foreign 
consul-general has been sentenced to 
prison in an American court. Bopp 
and his associates, four in number, 
were convicted of conspiring to vio- 
fate American neutrality by launch- 
ing a military enterprise against 
Canada in aid of Germany, and of 
plotting to destroy munition ship- 
ments in interstate commerce. Bopp 
lexhibited great enterprise and was 
| provided with ample funds from Ger- 
man sources in the United States. He 
began his activities shortly after the 
commencement of the war. 


The legal machinery of the United 
'States showed itself to be most effi- 
vient in securing the punishment of 
ithe plotters and their conviction, and 
the severity of their sentences will 
probably cause other Germans in the 
United States who may he contem- 
plating similar plots, to hesitate. 


EXIT SINGLE TAX 


(Vancouver Sun) 

As was to be expected, single tax 
o-called, was bound to be discarded 
as soon as the pinch of hard times 
was felt. So long as we are prosper- 
ous the incidence of taxation is not 
serious, ‘When fortunes are made 
every day the tax rate attracts little 
attention. It is different when land 
ceases to be a merchantable commod- 
ity, and revenue comes to a_ stop, 
while taxation goes on apace. 

Edmonton, which was the first of 
our western cities to succumb to the 
blandishments of single tax, has been 
the first to discard it. The Edmonton 
city council will apply at next session 
of the legislature for amendments to 
her charter giving the right to tax 
onland, increment, businesses, in- 
come, buildings, special franchises 
and to levy a poll tax, The city of 
Moose Jaw has appointed a commit- 
tee of ratepayers to enquire into the 
question of taxation, and will in all 
probability soon follow the example 
set by Edmonton. 

Edmonton has exempted improve- 
ments from taxation since 1905. 
‘Moose Jaw has assessed only 45 per 
cent. of improvements since 1912. So 
ong as boom times continued and 
skyscrapers grew like mushrooms, the 
extraordinary inerease in building 
was claimed as an evidence of the 
magic of single tax. But it was soon 
noticed that when the prosperous 
period passed away no amount of 
single tax mame could bring back 
activity in building operations. Build- 
ing permits in Edmonton {Wl from 
$14,446,819 in 1912 to $9,242,450 in 
1913, and have since been reduced to 
very small figures. Moose Jaw per- 
mits declined from $5,275,797 in 1912 
to less than a millidn in 1914, With

In a message from British Head- 
quarters the special correspondent of 
“The London Times” gave discreet de- 
tails of the “Tanks” as follows: What 
animal are they really like? Candor 
compels one to reply that they are 
not like any animal, except in so far 
as they are even less like anything 
else on earth. If you must have some 
particular animal to compare them 
with, they perhaps resemble in general 
contour a toad more than anything 
else; a toad rather elongated towards 
its hinder end. In size the thing is— 
well, large. Not to be too exact, it 
is bigger than an ordinary motor car 
and smaller than a laborer’s eottage. 


Painted Like Snakes 


In these circumstances, it can hard- 
ly be expected to move fast, and the 
deliberateness of its advance, coupled 
with the fact that it has no visible 
wheels or legs, gives to it a perfectly 
ridiculous solemnity. “Tanks” are 
painted in what naturalists call pro- 
tective colors, the colors of snakes or 
lizards—that is, browns and greens 
and yellows, which harmonize admir- 
ably with the desolated environment 
in which the creatures move. 


From Another World 


Perhaps this coloratfon increases 
the suggestions of a toad in the thing's 
appearance; till one. almost thinks 
that some such huge and awful ba- 
trachian may have lived, if not in 
the childhood of this earth, then in 
some other world, 9 thing related to 
all other toads as Diplodocus is re- 
lated to a small sand lizard. When 
one sees the unspeakable things mov- 
ing, with their great blunt noses thrust 
in the air before them, limbless and 
wheelless, going with a movement as 
smooth as that of a snake, but ma- 
jestic and deliberate as a giant tor- 
toise, it is such a mixture of panto- 
mine and pure horror as no night- 
mre ever equalled. 


CANADA'S SCIENTISTS 


NEEDED TO WIN WAR 


Inventive Brains Should be Mobilized, 
Urged Toronto Professor—Eng- 
land Had Done Marvels 
Prof. John C. McLennan, Professor 
of Physics of the University of Tor- 
onto in an address to the Toronto 


| Empire Club said: “Canada ought to 


requisition the aid of every scientific 
man who has anything to offer toward 
the conduct of the war. One thing 
which strikes the scientific man on 


coming into Canada is the exceedingly ' 


small extent to which the scientists 
of Canada are making contributions 
to their country at this time of war. 
Most of the scientific men in this 
country are expending their efforts in 
the teaching of the young men. 


“The same condition of affairs ex-, 


{sted in England till the second year 
of the war. The universities were all 
open and things were going along with 
the same complacency. Now, Univer- 
sity professors are being utilized for 
war inventions. National matters are 
handled by special boards, such as th 
Navy Board. Boards of scientis 
were formed all over the country to 
help in the conduct of the war.” 


Use All Knowledge 


The spcaker acted on one of these 
boards and had a chance to observe 
the work which they did. The work 
that they did for the Empire thrilled 
him. lie saw then that Canada did 
nqt realize that, to win this war, she 
needs the application of all the scien- 
tific knowledge held in the country. 

The work done by the English 
boards of scientists is best known by 
some instances of the things they did 
{n answer tu the call. Our lines were 
being bombarded by a 42 cm. gun 
which was stationed some miles be- 
hind the en_mny lines, and which was 
80 cleverly hidden that our aviators 
were unable to locate it. An ordinary 
scientist, who had never done any- 
thing but routine scientific work in 
his life before, evolved a plan for the 
establishment of three observation 
Btations, where the sounds-of the gun 
could be traced upon a sheet by the 
vibrations. Thus, the exact location 
of the gun was found by the direction 
from which the sound came and the 
gun was. silenced. Several other 
specific instances were problems oc- 
curring in the prosecution of the war 
had been solved by scigntists, who, 
heretofore hud given all their atten- 
tion to routine work. One of the best 
inventions was made by a young 
Canadian, Mr. McLeod, son of a Tor- 
onto minister. ° 


Stopping the Submarines 

Prof. McLennan stated that the 
problem occupying the minds of the 
scientists was to find a way to de- 
tect and destroy submarines. They 
had made an instrument by which a 
submarine might be detected at a 
distance of 4% iniles in clear weather 
and 1% miles in stormy. weather. He 
also stated that the North Sea and 
the English Channel were being 
charted so that it was now possible 
to ascertain just how many subs 
were in that area at any time. The 
Zeppelin menace had also been de- 
stroyed by recent inventions. The 
solution of the problems offered by 
Prof. Mci.ennan was the organization 
of the scientists of the country by the 
Government into a board which would 
follow the example of the English 
boards by helping in the conduct of 
the war. ae
